SUBJECT: AMMIG/1 ~ Phone Call to Ciba 


1. On todsy's date Mr, Le Canti and I were told by 
MUG/1 that he had called Cuba from the apartmont at 

24 on Wednesdsy night. As #n excure for having 
done so egdinet our instructions to wait until Mr. Safely's 
return he started bleming tho lack of help received from 
any of us in thia matter, He calied the pC operator and 
placed the call at 2030 on 11 August 1964 and contacted 
his wife at 2230 to 2340 hours. 


2. AMMUG/1 denied having tiiscussed his whereabouts 
and stated thet the only thing discussed was the Leck of ; 
regular mail to and from him and bis wife. According to : 
AMMUG/1 his white told him that she had been ordered to 1 
weeste her quarters in Havens and that she had not been 
bothered by any Intelligence orgenization. 


3. i set upon him and mide cleer to him his position 
in this country vis-a-vis ourselves. Rather seriaquely I 
made him admit thet his actions had been done «5 those of 
an overgrown child rather thin of en intelligent man and 
an intelligence agent. I told hin that now the Doz and 
the 6G xnew his exact whererbouts ond that the strong . 
possibility existed of his phone being tapped. when he 
aeced how this could be 1 reminded him that the Cabans 
had eyes and ears here in the presence of the Czech hubessy, 
for one. (The letter statement was meant strictly to throw 


a score into hin.) 


4. After he had admitted his foolishness I told hin 
that any requests for further phone calls and or letters 
would be curtailed, Theat we would allow hia to write his 
wife only. 411 other uctters are to weit for Mr. Safely’s 


return. 


5. Re bis impending trip to Madrid, he said thet perhaps 
the trip should be suspenced until he thought the time would 
be vise end then only by himself. 1 also set upon hia at 
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this point and sade him andeeatand: that the proposed trip | 
would be made when ve said end &s we said. This also he 


admitted was true. Another remark by him thet if it were - 


up to us his wife wuld not be able to leave Cubs for ten 
years was hanaled by me shockingly end answered by the — 
remerk that she wuld have been out yesterdey.

6. Before we left AKNUG/] he Kengmecrod that be deserved 
the dressing cown I bad given hin and thst he would not 
sulk about it because in spite of everything he had done, 


he was uot a child.
